ARRESTED PERSONS’ 
RIGHTS PROTECTED 


IN SASKATCHEWAN 


REGINA.—Any person placed 
under arrest in Saskatchewan will 
in future be in a better position 
to demand his rights with a clear 
understanding of what those 
rights are, due to an extension of 
the principle of the Saskatchewan 
Bill of Rights in a new practice 
instituted by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s Department. 

A card headed “Rights and 
Privileges of Accused Persons” 
has been printed which, through 
the co-operation of R.C.M.P. and 
local police forces, will be handed 
to any and every person taken into 
custody in the province. 

This card explains in the form 
of a warning the right of accused 
persons regarding the making, of 
statements when taken into cus- 
tody; their legal position with re- 
‘spect ‘to ~ police identification 
methods and processes; and their 
rights in the matter of obtaining 
defence counsel on request on 
being taken into custody.

“This government is bitterly 
opposed to public ownership and 
it is prepared to continue to sac- 
rifice the interests of the farm 
people of the province on the 
altar of its fanatical worship of 
the golden calf of so-called pri- 
vate enterprise. This is fatal to 
the hope of farm people to get 
electricity in their homes, be- 
cause a world-wide experience 
has shown that farm electrifica- 
tion on any worthwhile scale 
can only come through public 
enterprise. 

“T have said before that if the 
people of this province had elected 
a C.C.F. government in 1944 our 
program of rural clectrification 
would have been well advanced in 
Alberta because the electric power 
valuable: resources to the} system would have been ee ee 
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under public ownership. I strong- 
ly recommend to this convention 
that it make a clear-cut declara- 
tion to the farm peuple of Alberta 
that one of the very first acts of 
a C.C.F. government will be to 
acquire for the people the electric 
power systems of the province; to 
integrate them as the farm or- 
ganizations have suggested into 
one provincial system and_ to 
launch an immediate program of 
extensive rural electrification.”’ 
Education 


The C.C.F. leader contended 
that still another factor contribut- 
ing to the feeling that it is time 
for a change, is the deplorable 
state into which the school system 
of the province has been allowed 
to drift under the incompetent 
ieadership of the present Minister 
of Education. 

“A year ago,” he said, “the Al- 
berta [Educational Council came 
into being as a spontaneous ex- 
pression of disgust and alarm on 
the part of educational, municipal 
and other public and sealeUene| 
bodies interested in the welfare 
of Alberta children. While the ac- | 
tivities of the Council resulted in 
an additional grant for schools, 
there was no fundainental change 
in policy or administration.” 

“Education in Alberta is in 
bad .hands,” he charged. ‘‘This 
alone is enough reason for a 
change in government. True, 
rumors are now prevalent in the 
province that the present Min- 
ister of Education is to be dis- 
missed because of ?- ,mpetence, 
and probably also secause he is 
one of the ‘little group of Doug- 
lasites’ against whom the Pre- 
mier recently made a_ public 
statement. But the dismissal of 
an inept minister is not enough. 
There is need for a new policy 
of education, one that will raise 
education to its proper place in 
the affairs of the province. Such 
a policy will not come from the 
present government.” 


Health 

It is also time for a change in 
the administration of health mat- 
ters in the province, Mr. Roper 
said. Some progress was made by 
the present government in extend- 
ing health services, he admitted, 
but he said the process had come 
to a dead stop short of the steps 
necessary to put health on a social 
basis. 


“Just as at one time it was pos- 
sible to say that Alberta stood 
high in educational progress, but 
drifted later into lethargy and in- 
effectiveness, so has the leader- 
ship which this province estab- 
lished in health administration 
under the U.I.A. government, 
been lost in the past couple of 
years,” he charged. 

Sharp Criticism 

What is true in health is even 
more true in welfare, in connec- 
tion with which there has been 
such sharp criticism from import- 
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wnt impartial sources in the past 
year, Mr. Roper said. 

A C.c.F. government will bring 
the change that is necessary in 
health administration, the leader 
promised. He suggested to the cun- 
vention that it work out a pro- 
gram that will provide for com- 
plete health services for all with 
the cost spread over everyone who 
can pay so that no one will ever be 
burdened by crushing doctor’s 
bills; for complete hospitalization 
for everyone fo be financed by a 
small annual fee and_ subsidies 
from general revenue; for. the 
modernization of our mental in- 
stitutions, and the free treatment 
of all mental patients; for the ex- 
tension of cancer treatment and 
the provision of free hospitaliza- 
tion, if required, for all cancer 
patients whether or not a cure is 
expected. 

Available to Everyone 


“It will be the duty of a C.C.F. 
government to make health serv- 
ices as available to the people of 
the province as the public school 
system is now available to our 
children,” said Mr. Roper. 

Getting Bad Government 

But an even more important 
factor in the development of the 
feeling that a change in govern- 
ment is essential, is the growing 
realization on the part of the peo- 
ple that Alberta is getting thor- 
oughly bad government -from the 
standpoint of administration and 
administrative objectives, the 
C.C.F. leader believed. 

To substantiate this charge Mr. 
Roper gave several illustrations. 
He cited what he called the “in- 
iquitous oil sands deal engineered 
by the Minister of Public Works’’. 
He said this amazing transaction 
on which a million dollars is be- 
ing spent is being entirely fi- 
nanced by the taxpayers of the 
province. 

Amazing Deal 

But Mr. Fallow’s deal with a 
company promoter, who Mr. Ro- 
per claimed ‘knows no more about 
oil than Fibber Magee,” provides 
that if the trial plant is a success 
it must be sold to the promoter at 
cost. If it is a failure the province 
will lose all the money expended. ° 

“One of the chief arguments 
of the Social Credit propagan- 
dists and others who worship at 
the shrine of so-called free en- 
terprise,” the speaker said, ‘‘is 

‘that the people who risk their 
capital should be entitled to the 
rewards, But in this astounding 
tar sands deal the people of the 
Province are taking all the risk, 
with the rewards if any going to 
a highly favored company pro- 
moter who is venturing nothing 
at all. It is a flagrant example of 
administrative incapacity, if in- 
deed it is not something very 
much worse.” 


The C.C.F. leader said the auto- 


mobile accident indemnity act 
passed at the last session of the 
legislature was “in glaring disre- 
gard of the interests of the people 
and could only be described as an 
instance of bad government.’’ 
Pernicious Compulsion 

“This vicious piece of unsocial 
legislation”, he said, “literally 
holds a government gun to the 
heads of the motor vehicle owners 
of the province, forcing them by 
a pernicious form of compulsion 
to buy insurance at rates as high 
as the traffic will bear’. 

The land clearing fiasco was 
also referred to as typical of the 
administrative incompetence of 
the members of the government. 

It was for the public works de- 
partment, however, that the C.C:F. 
leader reserved his hardest blows. 
“I say here as I have said in. the 
legislature”, he charged, “that the 
people of this province have not 
received value for the $40,000,- 
000 of road money that has gone 
through Fallow’s hands”. 

He expressed the opinion: that

The C.C.F. leader said he had 
also found that there was a gen- 
eral uneasiness throughout the 
province in regard to the private 
business ventures of more than 
one member of the government.

It should 
not be administered in accord- 
ance with the whims of an in- 
experienced layman, be he a 
station agent or a printer. 


“I am personally inclined to 
favor the idea of a Highway Com- 
mission such as exists in many of 
the United States. Such a form of 
administration was established in 
a good many cases to take road- 
building out of party politics and 
to put it into the hands of experts 
who act according to the needs of 
the State without regard to local 
or political pressures. 


Believe in Efficiency 


“This principle of conducting 
the business of the people as effi- 
ciently for the public benefit as 
any private institution would con- 
duct its own affairs for private 
profit, is one of the determined ob- 
jectives of our movement. A C.C.F. 
government in Alberta will em- 
ploy. this principle in every phase 
of the administration of the af- 
fairs of the province. 


“In the third place I have con- 
fidence in the ability of a C.C.F. 
government to provide the kind 
of administration. of their affairs 
that the people of Alberta, shouid 
demand, because of the type of 
men and women who will com- 
pose such a government. 


“Some time ago a competent 
observer who was making a de- 
tailed study of the Alberta scene, 
told me that the thing which im- 
pressed him more than anything 
else was that the worthwhile jobs 
that were being done in~almost 
every rural community in Alber- 
ta, were being done by people 
whose political affiliations are 
‘with the C.C.F. ‘This will pay off 
for the C.C.F. sooner or later’, he 
said, ‘both in winning public sup- 
port and in providing an excep- 
tionally good quality of adminis- 
tration’. 

Competent Candidates 

As I look over the list of the 
C.C.F. candidates chosen by the 
constituencies which have already 
nominated I find that they are the 
type of persons referred to by the 
man I have just quoted. I say with 
the greatest of cinfidence that we 
have available in the C.C.F. move- 
ment a group of men and women 
from whom a cabinet could be 
chosen that would be superior in 
every respect to the present one. 
I could™go through the list, agri- 


culture, education, public works, 
municipal affairs—all of the cab- 
inet positions—and name _ even 
from among our candidates al- 
ready nominated, a person for 
each post who would be a marked 
improvement on the present in- 
cumbent.

Alberta can with confidence elect 
a C.C.F. government is because 
this is a people’s movement the 
philosophy of which is based on 
che belief that the interests of the 
people as a whole should be para- 
mount; that the goal of govern- 
ment should ever be the greatest 
possible good for the greatest 
number.” 
Test of Courage 


The CA.F. leader concluded 
his address with a stirring appeal 
to the delegates. 


“The election campaign will 
soon be on. Indeed, I think it is 
already on,” he said. ‘‘The C.C.F. 
was subjected to a vicious type of 
opposition in 1944, but I predict 
that (1944 will look like a very 
mild Snuday school picnic com- 
pared with what we will be called 
upon to face in 1948. It will be a 
great test of our courage, of our 
fortitude, of our convictions. 

“But I ask the people of Al- 
berta to observe very closely 
this time who is against the 
C.C.F. in the fight, and to ask 
themselves why. 

“The millionaire press will be 
against us. The oil monopoly will 
be against us. The power inter- 
ests will be opposing us. Every 
vested interest now exploiting 
the people of this province and 
their precious natural resources, 
will be lined up on the other 
side. Isn’t that enough to make 
the people of the province sit up 
and take notice? 


“And while we will have to de- 
pend on the dollars the ordinary 
people-dig out of their own pock- 
ets to provide the funds to en- 
able us to conduct our campaign, 
our opponents will be in a position 
to spend money like water, to 
flood the province with misleading 
publicity, to keep the air full of 
their propaganda. 

“This is not the place to men- 
tion the financing of our cam- 
paign, but as I was writing this 
the thought occurred to me that 
an average of $10.00 from each 
C.C.F. member in the province 
would give us an adequate fight- 
ing fund. It seems incredible to 
me that there could be a C.C.F. 
member who would not pay that 
much to have a C.C.F. govern- 
ment in Alberta. 

“Well, let us go into the battle 
with stout hearts and a determin- 
ation to achieve a glorious victory 
for the people of Alberta. In all 
the time I have been connected 
with this movement and _ those 
which preceded it, I have never 
felt a greater confidence in the 
rightness, and righteousness, of 
our cause. 

“We have no personal desire 
for honor, or for power, or for any 
of the material rewards which ac- 
crue to those who are called upon 
to assume the tasks of govern- 
rnent. But we have an unquench- 
able longing to bring about in our

and the full and free development 
of human personality will be para- 
mount.

Per- 
haps all.conventions were not like 
the one I recently attended but I 
must say that in that one I was 
very disappointed in the number 
of women and the number of 
young people in attendance. Many 
of us could very distinctly be 
labelled, ‘“‘the old folks.”? In fact, 
perhaps it might have been pos- 
sible for some of those present to 
have brought along their grand- 
children and started their foot- 
steps aright. 


Isn’t there an old saying, ‘‘As 
the twig is bent, so is the tree in- 
clined.” And isn’t it true that 
twigs which become interested in 
something, carry on that interest 
well into the tree stage to a great- 
er or lesser degree. It so happens 
that when the inclination is toward 
a study of our political situation 
and the many subjects involved 
therein, it is one that very often 
deepens at an age of greater un- 


derstanding and is.an influence all 
through life, 


When we stop to think of the 
matter it does seem rather pitiful. 
There is something wrong some 
place in our way of life when the 
generation which will be most 
affected by measures that are be- 
ing discussed, is somewhat con- 
spicuous by its absence. There are 
few there to take part in the 
questioning and put forward their 
point of view even though to some 
of the seniors it might seem some- 
what immature. 


Women clamored loudly that 
they might be given equal oppor- 
tunity with the men in the politi- 
cal field and from time to time 
we hear scathing remarks from 
some of them about the apparent 
injustice meted out to them. If we 
are honest with ourselves, is it 
much wonder that we are not on 
equal footing? 


And now there is an equal de- 
mand from some quarters that 
the vote be given to those of 
younger years than _ formerly. 
Surely an excellent thing, but 
should it not be dependent on une 
thing and that is that there is 
evidence of a very great increased 
interest in such matters on their 
part? 


So it is to be hoped we bestir 
ourselves and make a really great- 
er effort to attend—both men 
and women—and take along the 
young folks just ‘‘so high”.

~g T IS possible that in each year 
the people of Alberta spend 
close to a quarter million dol- 
lars attending conventions, It 
is a big business. Beginning early 
in November every hall in the City 
of Edmonton and probably in Cal- 
gary, and in some of the interme- 
diate towns, will be dated. 
When the C.C.F. decided in 
August on the dates for this week’s 


convention, it was 
even then impos- 
sible to make ar- 
rangements for any 
hall in Edmonton 
which would include 
its use at night. It 
is, I think, very sat- 
isfactory that the 
Memorial Hall was 
available for day- 


time use. 

but beginning in early Novem- 
ber there will be a continuous 
series of conventions extending 
well into March of next year. Al- 
ready there have been four con- 
ventions within a week in Edmon- 
ton. 

At these conventions there ga- 
ther fraternal organizations, occu- 
pational groups, political and re- 
ligious groups. Represented will 
be almost every important asso- 
ciation of humans that is in exist- 
ence. 

Speak Out of Experience 

These groups, labor, farmer, in- 
dustrial employees, political or- 
ganizations, religious sects and 
others, will deliberate, discuss and 
seriously decide on policies affect- 
ing the life and welfare of every 
citizen of this country and many 
of other countries. In the main the 
findings of the conventions will 
be the result of actual experience 
of the delegates to such conven- 
tions. The resolutions will cover 
® very wide variety of subjects 
and will result in a definite deci- 
sion affecting such subjects. 

Passed On to Governments 

These decisions will be passed 
on to governing bodies on some 


level of authority and will likely 
be -pigeon-holed. Next year the 
thousands of delegates will repeat 
the performance. 

Democracy is the business of 
people governing themselves. 
There could not’be any better 
chart for basic democracy than 
the resolutions of conventions of 
delegates all of whom decide about 
issues that are affecting their 
very existence. 

It would be very easy to be- 
come very cynical about these 
resolutions and their final destiny. 
It would be very easy to become 
cynical about this whole idea of 
democracy and there is much 
cynicism now. So what? 

An Honest Attempt 

The C.C.F. convention this week 
is an attempt, an honest attempt, 
to combine the ideas of the work- 
ers of Alberta and to associate 
their problems with the workers 
of Canada. There is something 
wrong with the administration end 
of the business of living. There 
have been recurring wars, desper- 
ate, costly struggles that have set- 
tled nothing. There have been re- 
curring depressions that have 
breught misery and loss, degrada- 
tion and defeat to the human 
ideal. ; 

Man-Made : 

Most of this trouble is man- 
made. Mueh of’it need not be, if 
people themselves do not want it 
to be.
